SAN FRANCISCO — State com- 


missions, similar to the federal trade 
ommission to prevent profiteering, 
s a plank on profiteering proposed 
iy Wm. J. Bryan. 
It is as follows: 


"The democratic party pledges 


the nation to rid itself of 'the 
profiteer and to dose the door 
against the return. 
It will en- 


deavor to eliminate all unneces- 
sary middle men by: the encour- 
agement of organizations among 
producers that will bring those 
who sell and those who use 
nearer together. 
It will enact 


and enforce laws that will effec- 
tively prevent excessive charges 
by such middlemen, as are neces- 
sary. 
To this end it will de- 


mand legislation subjecting to 
the penalties of the criminal law 
all corporate officers and em- 
ployes who give or carry out in- 
structions that result in extor- 
tion; it will make it unlawful for 
anyone engaged in interstate 
commerce to make the sale of 
one article dependent upon the 
purchase of another article and 
it will'require such corporations 
to disclose to customers the dif- 
ference between cost price arid 
selling prices or limit the profit 
that can be legally charged as 
the rate of interest is now lim- 
ited. 
It will also endeavor to 


create in the several states 
trade commissions with pow- 
ers as 
ample as those of 


the federal trade commission 
and to enact laws authorizing 
each local community'to create 
as needed, similar commisions 
for the' 'investigation of ' local 
- charges .of profiteering." 
The clause to punish profiteering

approve. 


War .are not fought by armies 


alone. They are fought by nations. 
It is a measuring of the economic 
strength of nations. The front line 
trench is no stronger than the forces 
which lie behind the trench.

lino of communication reaches back 
to every village, 
farm, 
counting 


house, factory and home. America 
prepared by making the economic 
life of the country sound. 


What would have .been our situa- 


tion, if, prior to the outbreak of the 
war, we had not prepared so that 
our farmers wero able to feed the 
armies of the world?

At a 
time when every Instinct of faimesa 
pleaded for a whole-hearted support 
of the President, political antagon- 
ism and personal envy controlled the 
anti-administration forces. 


The President made every sacri- 


fice for the cause of peace. The long 
continued strain while composing 
differences abroad.; the expenditure 
of nervous vitality and intellectual 
force .in building a new order of hu- 
man relationship upon the ruins of 
the old, laid heavy toll upon his re- 
serve powers. 
Then came the re- 


turn in triumph, only to find here a 
widespread propaganda of opposi- 
tion, making' it imperative that he 
take up in his own country, a strug- 
gle for the preservation of that 
which had been" won at such incal- 
culable cost. 
Following the super- 


human labors of seven years of un- 
exampled 
service, this meant the 


wreck of his health, sickness for 
months upon a bed of pain and worse 
than the physical sickness, the sick- 
ness of heart which comes from the 
knowledge that political adversaries, 
lost to the larger sense of things, 
are savagely destroying not merely 
the work of men's hands, but the 
world's hope of settled peace. This 
was the 
affliction—this the cruci- 


fixion. 


As he lay stricken in the White 


House, .the relentless hand of malice 
seat upon the door of the sick cham- 
ber.

The congress, during 
all this period, when the whole heart 
if America ought to have been flow- 
ing out, in love and sympathy, did 
not find time, amid their bickerings, 
to pass one resolution of generous 
import or extend one fcmdly inquiry 
as to the fate of the President of 
their o'wpi country. 


And what was his offense? Mere- 


ly thi»—that ho strove to redeem 
the word that America had given to 
the world; that he sought to save a 
future generation from" the agony 
through which this generation had 
passed; that he had taken seriously 
the. promises tha't. all nations h?.d 
made that they'would unite at the 
end of the war in a compact to pre- 
lervo the peace of the world; and 


ATT.erican .honor is bound up in this 
contest, and that good faith requires 
that we should enter the League of 
Nations. The whole republican case 
is based upon the theory that we 
may, with honor, .do as we please 
about, this matter and that we have 
made no promises which it is our 
duty to redeem. Let us turn again 
to the record. 


The republican party in its plat- 


form Jn 1916 
had 
declared for a 


world court, "for the pacific settle- 
ment 
of 
international disputes." 


The progressive party in 1912 and. 
in -1916 had likewise declared for an I 
arrangement 
between 
nations to 


make peace permanent. The demo- 
cratic (party in 1916 hid specifically 
declared in favor of the establish- 
ment of a League of Nations. The 
senate itself, on August 28th, 1916, 
-"by unanimous vote, passed a meas- 
ure requesting the President to take 
the lead in such a world movement. 


On December 18, 1916, the Presi- 


dent addressed an identic note to the 
nations at war, requesting them to 
state the terms upon 
which they 


would deem it possible 
to 
make 


peace. In this note, he proposed the 
creation of a League of Nations, 
saying: 


"In the measures to be taken 


to secure the future peace of the 
world, the people and govern- 
ment of the United States are 
as vitally and directly interested 
as the government now at war. 
« 
» * They stand ready and 


even eager to co-operate in the 
accomplishment of these ends 
when the war is over with every 
influence and resource at their 
command." 
This was 
four 
months before 


America entered the war. 


To this identic note, the Central 


Powers answered evasively, but the 


tically identical in language with 
the provisions of Article X of the 
covenant, provides that: 


_ "A general association of na- 
tions must bo formed under spe- 
cific covenants for the purpose 
of affording mutual guarantees. 
of political independence1 and 
territorial integrity to. great 
and small states alike." 
Senator Lodge himself, before the 


exigencies of politics forced him to 
take the other side, said that an at- 
tempt 
to 
make a separate peace 


would "-brand us with .everlasting 
dishonor" and that "the intent of 
the congress and the intent of the 
President, .was that there could be 
no peace until we could create a 
situation, where no such war as this 
could recur. 


sry lines were involved. The Crown 
Prince of the House of Austria'was 
assassinated. A little flame of war 
licked up into the'powder house of 
Europe, and in a moment the" con- 
tinent was in flames.

How idle to inquire 


whether we wish to send our boys 
to settle, political disputes in the 
Balkans! 


It is extraordinary 
that men 


should waste our time and vex our 
patience by suggesting the fear that 
we may be forced ifito future wars 
while forgetting entirely that Amer- 
ica was forced into this greatest of 
all wars. 
No League of ..Nations 


existed when we entered the war; 
arid it was only v/hen we formed in 
haste, in the midst of battle, a 
league of friendship, under unified 
command, that we were able to win 
this wnr. 
This association of na- 


tions, held together by a common 
purpose, fought tbe war to a vic- 
torious, conclusion, 
dictated 
the 


terms of the armistice and formu- 
lated the terms of peace. If such a 
result could be achieved by an in- 
formal and temporary agreement, 
why should, not the-association be 
continued in a more definite 
and 


binding form ? V/hat plausible rea- 
son can be suggested for wasting 
the one great asset which has come 
out of the w,>»? How else shall we 
provide for international arbitra- 
tion? How else shall we provide for 
a permanent court of international 
justice? How else shall we provide 
for open diplomacy? How else shall 
we provide safety from external ag- 
gression ? 
How • else shall we pro- 


vide for progressive disarmament? 
How -else shall be check the spread 
of Bolshevism? 
How else shall in- 


dustry be made safe and the basis 
of reconstruction established? How 
else shall society be steadied so that 
the processes of healing may serve 
their beneficent purpose? Until the 
critics of the League offer a better 
method of preserving the peace of 
ihe world, they are not entitled to 


taken in any essential -matter .with- 
out a unanimous vote of .all mem- 
bers of the Council' of,-the .League. 
No decision of the League, if Amer- 
ica joined it, could be made effective 
or even promulgated without, pur 
consent. 'Like. every other nation, 
we have a- veto power, upon every 
resolution'• or.act of the League.. We 
can-be involved in no enterprise ex- 
cept of our own choosing;' and if 


we. can sever'our connection 
upon two ..years' notice. The risk 
exists only In the' imagination, the 
service is incalculable. 


Moreover, the • United States in- 


sisted that Cuba, Haiti, 
Liberia, 


Panama, Nicaragua, Honduras and 
Guatemala should each be given a 
vote, as well as. the nations of South 
America, great and small. Including 
the nations- which are bound by 
vital interests to the United States, 
or, indeed, directly.under our tute- 
lage, • we hare more votes in the 
League of Nations than' any other 
nation. How could we, in good faith, 
urge' that' these nations be given a 
voice and deny a voice to such self- 
governing natijns as Canada, New 
Zealand and the- rest, which-relative- 
ly speakingj made far more sacri- 
fices" in the war than our own coun- 
try? 
It is desirable that all coun- 


tries should have an opportunity to 
be heard in the League; and' the 
safety of each nation resides in the 
fact that no action 
can be taken 


without the consent of all. 
Responsibility for the Defeat of the 


Treaty 


It was the 
design of 
Senator 


Lodge, from the outset, to mutilate 
the treaty and to frustrate the pur- 
poses ol1 the administration. 
And 


yet Senator Lodge, with the help of 
the irreconcilables, having torn the 
treaty to tatters 
and thrown its 


fragments in th'e face of the world, 
has the effrontery to suggest, in his 
address at Chicago, that the Presi--*-wes jn accord with that pr.rp«e. 
dent blocked ratification and post- 
poned peace. 


The trouble with the 
treaty of 


one moment's consideration in. jthe I peace is that it was negotiated by a 
forum of the conscience of mankind. | democratic president. It is not dif- 


that he relied upon the good faith 
of his own ipeople. If there was any 
mistake, it was that he made a too 
generous estimate of mankind, that 
he believed that the,' idealism which 
had made the war a great spiritual 
victory, could be relied upon to se- 
cure the legitimate, fruit of the war 
—•the reign of universal peace. 


In one sense, It is quite immaterial 


what people say about the Presi- 
dent. Nothing we can say can 'add 
or detract from the fame that will 
flow down the unending.channels .of 
history. Generations* yet 
unborn 


will look back to this era and pay 
their tribute of honor to the man 
who.led a people through troublous 


Allies, in their reply dated at Paris, 
January 10th, 1917, declared: 


"Their whole-hearted agree- 


ment with the -proposal to cre- 
ate a League of Nations which 
shall assure peace and justice 
throughout the world." 
On January 22nd, 1917, the Presi- 


dent addressed the senate with ref- 
erence-to these replies, and said:\ 


"In 
• every discussion of the 


peace that must end this war, • 
at is taken for granted that the 
peace must be followed by some 
definite concert of power which 
shall make it virtually impossi- 
ble that any such catastrophe 
shall overwhelm us again." 
Speaking of the League of Peace 


which was to follow the war, he 
said: 


"If the peace presently to be 


made, is to endure, it must be a 
peace made secure by' the or- 
ganized major 
force of man- 
kind." 
Acting upon these proposals,.both 


the French/and the British govern- 
ments appointed committees to study 
the problem while the 'war was still 
in progress. 


On April ^nd, 1017, the President 


delivered his famous war message 
to congress, and-thrilled the heart 
of. the country, anew, by his an- 
nounced purpose to make ,the con- 
test "a -war .against .war!"

PRESIDENT SCHURMAN DEFENDS 


LIBERTY 


wT IS refreshing to turn from the commencement address of Dr. 
I Harry B. Hutchins of the University of Michigan to that of 
Dr. Jacob Gould Schurman who is retiring as president of Cor- 
p.ell University after serving for twenty-eight years. 


Dr Schurman does not see danger to this country in free- 


dom, democracy, and majority rule, but points out tha,t the real 
danger lies in repressing freedom, distrusting democracy, and 
standing for minority rule. He condemned the ousting of the 
socialist assemblymen, and the indiscriminate and ruthless 
campaign of frightfulness instituted by Attorney General Pal- 
mer, against helpless and friendless foreigners. 


President Schurman said: 


Americanism has alVays been the synonym of freedom. I 


deplore it all the more, therefore, that in the last year American 
fefiislators and administrators have borrowed from Russian Bol- 
"hevks the method of forcible suppression of party rivals. Such 
a policy would quickly and irrevocably undennmc our govern- 
men* 
And it is for the universities, which breathe the air of 


freedom and could not live without it. to raise their voice in pro- 
test and warning. Any limitation of freedom is sure to end » 
despotism. .Here in America we have seen representatives of 
the people expelled from the Legislature of a great state because 
their views were disapproved by the majority of their colleagues. 
And -the federal Department of Justice in its campaign against 
the "Reds" is, according to the Dean of the Harvard Law School 
and his fellow investigators, constantly violating the rights and 
liberties guaranteed by the Constitution of the United Slates. 


Whatever you do, wherever you go, I appeal to yon to cherish 


always the ideals dear to 'the heart of youth. Foremost among 
them is liberty. And liberty today is seriously imperiled not 
only in Europe, but also in America. 


The danger of liberty is. two-fold. First, most people have 


not faith in liie- might of "truth and right. Secondly, most people 
cannot tolerate -views and sentiments different from their own. 
The result is that majorities, or even minorities in a favorable 
position, resort to force to make their cause prevail. Yet if there 
is anything clear in history it is that all good and great causes 
are at the outset championed by an individual or a small group 
of individuals. Consequently nothing is so fatal to the welfare 
of the community, and nothing so inimical to the progress of 
civilization as interference with liberty. This applies to liberty 
in ev-ary firm a:id every field—to freedom of thought, freedom, 
of speech, freedom of teaching and inquiry, freedom of organiz- 
ation, and freedom of political parties and platforms. 
These a>e exactly the principles (forgotten in so many uni 


versities) for which the Capital Times has been standing. It i 
a pleasure, rare indeed, to hear this geifuine type of American 
ism commended by a university president in a commencemen 
address.
